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Japanese Storms Claim Known Toll Of 408 Lives 


DAMAGERUNS

Official Figures Still Lacking

Torrential rains and 


terrific winds today had claimed toll 
of at least 408 lives and devastated 
huge areas'in southern Japan and 
Korea, laying waste property val-j 
tied by conservative Tokio news- 
papers at millions of dollars. 


In one area alone, Kiushiu island, 


at the foot of the Japanese empire, 
property damage reached 100,000,000 
yen (about $50,000,000). Other dis- 
tricts reported great damage from 
storms of the last two weeks, but 
official figures were lacking. There! 
•were 65 known dead on 
Kiushiu. 


Many were missing and hundreds 
injured. 


Seoul dispatches to Tbkio news- 


papers said 58 deaths were known to 
have resulted from last Friday's ty- 
phoon which swept in from the Pa- 
cific, lashed Kiushiu and whipped 
across Korea straight into the prov- 
inces of Keishonando, Kiesshohoku- 
do, Kankyonando anr Kogendo. 
These provinces, still suffering from 
the effect rof recent floods which 
killed at least 285 persons, and made 
thousands homeless, were hard hitj 
by the typhoon.

As business in- 
creases, the amount of money in cir- 
culation increases. This necessitates 
3. *arge number of gold coinr in cir- 
culation and a larger amount of gold 
metal, usually kept in ingot form, to 
guarantee the increase in issues of 
paper money. Conversely, when bus- 
iness is dull in any country, the 
amount of money in circulation de- 
clines and it Is not necessay to have 
so 'muc'i gold in reserve. 


COST INCREASES 


The cost of producing gold has in- 


creased in the last 15 years. Wages 
o; miners are higher and materials 
used in mining cost more. The min- 
ing industry has not been able to 
compensate for this added expense 
by an increase in the price of the 
metai, since Its vclue is arbitrarily 
fixed.

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DANGER OF BOLSHEVISM 


The pope warns America through 


. JMsgr. Ryan, rector of the National 
Catholic University at 
Washington, 


that the present time, with its unem- 
ployment, is ripe for the spread of 
bolshevism in this country. Our people, 
he suggests, do not realize the spread 
of the system, nor what it means. The 
'American educator replies that bolshe- 
vism will have a nrach harder time or 
it in the United States than in other 
countries, because the average work- 
man here owns property, millions hav- 
ing their own homes and automobiles. 
.The pope in his environment, perhaps, 
finds it harder to realize that than we 
do to realize the perils of bolshevism. 


Socialism in any form requires a 


•"proletariat"—a population of property- 
less people—as a soil to grow in. The 
man who acquires property thereby 
becomes, in some degree, a capitalist. 
He acquires a personal stake in the 
system which stands for the individual, 
rather than the collective, system of 
ownership and control. High wages, 
savings in the bank, home-ownership, 
universal education, freedom of social 
and economic opportunity—these are 
the great natural safeguards America 
has.raised against bolshevism without 
ever thinking much about it. 


STANDARD OF ENGLISH 


A stickler for what he deems correct 


^English writes to a newspaper to pro- 
tect against the use of the word 
"people" when "persons" should be 
used. He says it is wrong to say "five 
thousand people were present." Doubt- 
less he has a certain logic on his side. 
But the interesting sentence in his let- 
ter is this: "And yet it is astonishing 
how many of the best—in fact, stand- 
ard—writers of the English language 
are guilty in this respect Jane Austen, 
Thomas Carlyle, Gladstone," Macaulay, 
Dickens, Thackery and many others 
are offenders." The same critic would 
probably insist on saying "none was" 
instead of none were." 


What is the standard by which use 


of words is judged? 
The ordinary 


slinger of English words would be apt 
to think that any usage good enough 
for such 
famous authors 
would 


be good enough for him. There 
is always the consideration of the 
etymology of a word— its history- 
down through the ages. It is that 
consideration which makes anyone 
who has ever studied Greek writhe 
•when he sees the word "synthetic" 
used as if it meant "false." It does not 
mean "false." It means "put together." 
The man who has any trifle of high 
school Latin in his life resents "alibi" 
used as if it meant "excuse." It means 
"elsewhere," or in law, "the plea of be- 
ing elsewhere." "Fortuitous." so be- 
loved of amateur astrologers for 
"for- 


tunate," does not mean that at all. 
It 


means "accidental; by chance.'3 


Words change by usage, however, as 


an old tapestry changes its colors, and 
there can be no fixed standard. When 
a large group of authors who have 
studied their own and other languages, 
who have loved words and lived by 
them, agree on a certain usage, that 
usage becomes in itself a standard. For 
good usage, read good authors.

PRICE FIXING INEFFECTIVE 
Senator Arthur Capper of Kansas de- 


mands that the Federal Farm board 
purchase 100,000,000 bushels of wheat 
to stabilize prices. Chairman Legge of 
the Farm board has made a statement 
that it will not undertake any stabiliza- 
tion operations at this tim,e. Senator 
Capper, it is said, will take his demand 
direct to President Hoover. The con- 
troversy again raises the question of 
the efficacy of arbitrary 
interference 


by the federal government to fix prices. 
It has never worked under 
any 


government with 
any 
commodity 


at any time. 
The creation of gov- 


ernment monopoly for this pur- 
pose has not been attended with 
success, even where a single commod- 
ity se'emingly easy of control was in- 
volved. The attempt to do this with 
coffee in Brazil has brought disaster to 
that large industry. 


The Federal Farm board last 
fall 


•went into the market and bought large 
<jUetiH*jes °f wheat in order to stabi- 
lize prices. Its action appeared to be 
fully justified by the situation then ex- 
isting, but it did not accomplish the 
ends sought. The price of wheat has 
continued to fall and today the board 
stands to lose a large sum of money on 
its holdings. We make no criticism of 
this effort. It was one of the legal and 
legitimate functions of the board and it 
was worth trying out. 


It is not certain that withholding 


from the market the entire exportable 
surplus of the 1930 crop of American 
wheat would materially affect prices. 
The world situation has to be taken in- 
to account and at the present time it is 
not favorable to artificial schemes to 
force up prices. There is temporarily a 
surfeit of ~wBeat. The problem lies in 
marketing that excess where there are 
food shortages and then somehow re- 
stricting production. We do not 
won- 


der that Chairman Legge hesitates to 
go into the market again at this time. 
If a sufficient percentage of the Amer- 
ican crop can be kept off the market it 
will undoubted!}- affect the domestic 
prices temporarily, and the net results 
could only be determined during the 
next year in which wheat crops from 
the world at large are sold. 


TOUGH FOR SENATORS 


The senate, left in hot Washington 


to finish a job it failed to do in the reg- 
ular session, seems to have no recourse 
but to buckle down and do it as expe- 
ditiously as possible. 


Wilful absence will do no good. The 


London treaty will not be killed by 
lack of a quorum. Administration lead- 
ers say they will see that there is 
enough attendance for the transaction 
of business if they have to send ser- 
geants-at-arrns to the senator's homes 
and drag them back. 


Such compulsion is so painful to sen- 


atorial pride that the mere threat is 
probably enoughr And to tell the truth, 
the senators have little or nothing to 
gain by procrastination. They might as 
well ratify that treaty now as at any 
time. They do not have to talk all sum- 
mer if they do not want to.

tricophytosis, tinea or ringworm of 
the feet it "toe itch."

augurated some months ago by the 
Philadelphia police *»* admitted a* 
evidence in a Philadelphia, court, has 
been requested by Boy J. Pomeroy, 
associate producer at the R. K. O. 
studios, who is internationally fa- 
mous as a caasera technician. The 
request came from John H. Lord, Jr. 
a. Philadelphia attorney -whose cli- 
ent's replies under police question- 
ing- were recorded on a talkie fflm. 


The purpose of the talkie record 


•was to prove In court that no com- 
pulsion had been used by the police 
upon the prisoner, as -well as to pre- 
vent the prisoner from denying: his 
words afterward. At the time when 
the Philadelphia talkie confession 
was made, Mr. Pomeroy** comment 
upon it to this correspondent, de- 
claring- a talkie confession could eo 
easily be twisted, edited, and expand- 
ed in the hands of a film expert as 
to make the innocent confess on 
celluloid to anv crime in the calen- 
dar. 


While not implying that the film 


in question had been altered, Mr. 
Pomeroy said the ease with which 
euch a film could be changed made 
it in his opinion thoroughly unre- 
liable. Attorney Ixjrd, reading this 
statement in a Philadelphia news- 
paper, has entered into correspond- 
ence with Mr. Pomeroy, 


"To begin with," said Sir. Pome- 


roy today, "a. talkie confession 
is 


psychologically wrong. It is diffi- 
cult enough for an accomplished ac- 
tor to say what he intends to say 
before a talkie camera. 
For 
a. 


suspect, under arrest, laced for the 
first time in his life by concentrated 
1-ghts, camera appartus. and 
the 


knowledge that his words are to be 
mechanically recorded, -the chances 
of his saying -what he means or even 
being able to think of what he wants 
to say, are pretty small. 


"In the second place, it is so sam- 


ple to ask a leading question, then 
fire a different question, prevent the 
follow-up question from, being 
re- 


corded on the film, catch the answer 
of the suspect to the follow-up ques- 
tion, and make it appear on the rec- 
ord that he was answering the lead- 
ing question all the time. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he would be answering 
a question not recorded in the talkie. 
It might place him in the same spot 
as the man who had to reply yes or 
no to the query: "Have you stopped 
beating your wife.' " 


Asked whether the possibility of 


faking confession talkies is greater 
than the possibility of forging writ- 
en instruments, Mr. Pomeroy said: 
"Films can be forged much more 
easily than legal documents. They 
can be cut, mended, and amended so 
that even an expert would be In 
doubt sa to whether any tampering 
had been done. If talkies are to be 
used by the police for recording con- 
fessions, they should adopt a film 
with some kind of continuous pat- 
tern running through it, like a bank- 
note, so that any cutting or patch- 
ing up will be discernible under the 
microscope."

POISON RATS, MICE 


Xow t*?*t many grain bins and 


corn cribs are eaepty, rats have 'to 
search a little harder In order to 
flnd their three, or maybe their do- 
zen square meals a day. "When they 
are hungry is a good time to encour- 
age their eating a little rat poison, 
and the two most effective poisons, 
according o the United States bio- 
logical survey, are red squill and 
barium carbonate. 
In preparing to poison rats it Is 


well to find out first what feeds the 
rats prefer, advises A- L. Ford, ex- 
tension 
service 
entomologist 
at 


South Dakota state college. This can 
be done by placing different kinds 
of baits (not poisoned) -o that the 
rats may demonstrate their prefer- 
ence. A selection should be- made 
from the following groups; cereals— 
bread, oatmeal, commeal and grains; 
meats — hamburger, liver, kidney, 
sausage, fish, eggs; fruit and vegeta- 
bles — apples, melons, pumpkins, 
squash, and bananas. 


One bait from each class should be 


used. "When the rats have shown 
their preference for a particular bait, 
poison some of it and put it out, 
about one teaspoonful at a place. 
The poisoned bait should be put out 
in the evening so it will be attrac- 
tive to rats. In mixing the poisons 
with the bait, it should be remem- 
bered that the poisons are dangerous 
if handed carelessly. The red squill 
should be used in the strength rec- 
ommended by the manufacturer, or 
one part by weight to 10 parts by 
weight of the bait used. Barium car- 
bonate .should be used one part to 
four parts of bait.

DROPS ONE POINT, 


BUREAU REPORTS 


Average on June 15 Slightly 


Lower Than That of Pre- 
vious Month 


Washington — The index of the 


general level of farm prices declined 
1 point from May 15 to June 15, and 
at 123 per cent of the pre-war lev- 
el on June 15, the index was'12 
points lower than a year ago and 
was at the lowest levels since Oc- 
tober, 1S22, according to the Bureau 
of Agricultural 
Economics, TJ. S.! 


Department of Agricultnre. 


The decline in the index from May 


15 to June 1" was the result of lower 
farm prices for cotton, cottonseed, 
oats, rye, barley, flax, hay, potatoes, 
cattle, sheep, wool and all dairy and 
poultry prod'-cts. Farm prices of 
com, wheat, apples, bogs, calves, and 
lambs made slight advances from 
May 15 to Jane 15. 


June 15 indices of prices of farm 


products, by groups, showed poultry 
and poultry products down 7 points 
from Hay 15; dairy products, down 
5 points; cotton 
and 
cottonseed, 


down 4, and meat animals down 1 
point. The Farm price 
index for 


grains was up 1 point from May: 
that for fruits and vegetables show- 
et" no «bxinge for the period. 


As compared to a year ago the 


price index for poultry and poultry 
products was down 37 points; cot- 
ton and cottonseed down 31 points:

A Minneapolis newspaper recently 


published1 a story saying that Rep. 
Hull had withdrawn his petition for 
the investigation, fearing- that an 
Investigation might lead to a reduc- 
tion in the duties on dairy products 
rather than an increase.
